Since then, however, it has suffer­ 


ed something of a decline and the 


bureau o f soils hopes lo inaugurate 


a reviral o f this industry to avert 


threatened depletion o f the soil. 


No region o f section has been over 


looked by this bureau in its hunt for 


the three elements named, for their 


presence is deemed o f more value to 


the nation at large than 
all gold 


v ein s of FaTiftÀnin' or the unminted 


silver of N evada. 


The deserts o f the great south­ 


west have been scoured fo r p o t a s ­ 


sium salts, the kelp groves of the 


Pa cific coast as fa r as A laska have 


been experimented with to the same 


end, great peat beds in Flordia are 


now being examined, and phosphate 


fields have been discovered in South 


( ’arolina, Tennessee, K entucky, A rk ­ 


ansas,U tah and Idaho. 


None of these, however, give more 


promise of development than do the 


innumerable fish that m ay be secured 


by the boatload in the A tlan tic every

For this rea­ 
son Bloomington ‘d ry s’ d ecid ed to 
hold an election and win ou t that 
way . 
“ Mu ncie is now’ wet. In the last 
local option eletcion it went ‘wet’ by 
500 majority . That was two y ears 
ago. Things hav e changed since then. 
Sev eral 
Democratic 
lead ers 
who 
were then ‘wet’ hav e gone ov er to the 
‘d ry ’ sid e and are now activ e. Also, 
there has been a rev iv al in Mu ncie. 
The Ly ons 
rev iv al, cond u cted on 
Billy Su nd ay lines, lias stirred .Mu n­ 
cie more than that city has been 
stirred for many y ears. As a resu lt 
of this combination I am optimistic 
regard ing Mu ncie.” 


Shu maker was not su re that Kbd i- 
mond wou ld tile the petition calling 
for an option election, bu t he believ ­ 
ed that with su ch men there as S.

Indianapolis, Ind., Feb. 14—When 


the history section of the Indiana 


8tate Teachers’ Association met to­ 


day in the Palm Room of the Clay- 
pool Hotel, John A Lapp, director 
ot the Indiana bureau of legislative 
information told them how lie would 
have been helped in his work of 
drafting bills if the writers of his­ 
toric- had paid less attention to 
kings and queens and wars' and more 
attention to social and industrial 
matters. 


“How much better equipped we 
would now he if the histories dwelt 
upon vocational matters more,” said 
Mr. 
Lapp. 
“They 
have neglected 
social 
and 
industrial 
foundations 
and 
have 
placed 
most 
emphasis 
on tiie acts of governors, on court 
decisions and the like. 


“Forces that have influenced the 
great masses have received compar­ 
atively little attention. For example, 
we know little about the industrial 
methods of the other days. 1 would 
like to know what method- manu­ 
facturer- u-ed in their advertising 
and what they advertised. It would 
lie well it we could trace the growth 
of advertising from its infancy, 
h 
would he valuable to manufacturers 
if we had collections of the early 
catalogues. 


“Labor disputes of the pa-t have 
not been given enough space in our 
histories. When armies have faced 
each other on the battle field it has 
been worthy of the historian’s notice 
but the alignment of labor against 
capital, which may have more far- 
reaching effect than the other battle, 
has not been spectacular enough for 
history.” 


Mr. Lapp, who has written many 
of the laws of the Indiana statutes, 
said that in the teaching of history 
effort should l>e made to find a relat­ 
ion of facts, lie -aid it would be well 
if the teacher might understand the 
influences of today that are making 
history. This understanding, he said, 
would give tlie teacher a clearer no­ 
tion of what history is. 


Many history teachers from all 
parts of the state attended the meet­ 
ing. It was to continue over tonight.

the building reports for the month 
of January showing that the number 
of permits issued was far in excess 
of that in any previous January, and 
with the prosj>eet of a record year 
in the building line, Evansville is be­ 
lieved to }>e facing a continuance of 
the rapid growth in population and 
development the city has enjoyed for 
several years past. 
Figures based on the new city di­ 
rectory soon to be issued show that 
since /lie last census Evansville has 
had 
a 
growth 
in 
population 
of 
20,00 or more. At this rate of growth 
Evansville will be 
in 
the 
125.000 
class when the next c e n s u s is taken. 
Probably the most important fact­ 
or in the remarkable development of 
Evansville is that nineteen coal mine 
tracts comprising nearly all of the 
tin worked fields in Kentucky near 
Evansville as well as some in the 
Indiana coal fields have been either 
optioned or purchased by the Deep 
River Coal Company, amulti-miliion 
dollar concern, which will enter the 
fuel business with Evansville as an 
operating 
center 
immediately 
the 
Panama canal is fully opened. This 
big deal company will transfer its 
fleet of barges form Pittsburgh to 
this city to enter the lower Ohio and 
Mississippi coal transportation busi­ 
ness. 
Since things have eased up in the 
financial world during the past few 
weeks, surveyors have been put to 
work by the Monon railroad to run 
a line from French Lick to Evans­ 
ville. This will ultimately give Evans­ 
ville another through 
line 
to 
the 
south. The Monon hopes by its sur­ 
vey to induce the Southern railroad 
to sell its line from French Lick to 
Evansville, it is said, ratlher than to 
build a new road.

ward to the promise of trade increase 
given by the Panama 
canal.
